FIRE IN SHARPSBURG. 


4& Town Finds Itself at the Mercy of the 
Flames. 

Pirtsscre, April 23.—A fire at Shar burg, 
Pa., started in the saloon of Thomas Murphy, 
on Tenth street, shortly before one o’clock this 
morning, and quickly communicated to the 
edjoining buildings on both sides. Three 
store hnd four dwellings cayght in flames and 
ere spreading in six directions. The town has 
no facilities for subduthg the flames, and as- 
sistance has not yet arrived from Pittaburg. 
Sharpsburg is a thriving borough of about 
5,000 inhabitants, and many fine buildings 
and manufacturing establishments, situated 
six miles north of this city. At 3°a. m. 
the fire was burning  fiercer than 
ever, end not a drop ot water had 
been thrown on the doomed buildings 
or thore endangered. No assistance had ar- 
rived, but it was expected momentarily. In 
the meanwhile.the citizens were powerless to 
notes the spread of the flames. Fifteen. 
uildings have already been destroyed, and 
twenty tamilies rendered homeless. The ex- 
citement is intense. The loss cannot be 
approximated, but.will be very heavy. At 
3:20a. m. the Allegheny fire departmnet 
arrived and was greeted with cheers. They 
did goed service, and have the fire under con- 
trol. One entire block of buildings was con- 
sumed. The entire loss will foot up $75,000. 

The fire was completely under control by 
feur o’clock. A block of thirteen buildings 
was entirely' destroyed, rendering sixty per- 
sons homeless and entailing a loss of $60,000. 
The insurance is $18,000. Twenty-five other 
buildings were more or less damaged by fire 
and water. The fire is believed to have been 
incendiary. 


THE DAY WITH GRANT. 


A Demonstration in His Honor to be Given 
on Monday. 

New York, April 23.—The temperature in 
General Grant’s room last night was so high 
that he did net sleep continually through the 
night. His rest was broken, but the entire 
time of sleep was about six hours, the same as 
Tuesday night. The general would have 
arisen and dressed at 7 o’clock this morning, 
but Dr. Douglass advised him to remain at 
ease yet an hour more. The general did so, 
and between 7 and 8:30 gained nearly an hour 
of sleep. He then arose refreshed and in no 
wise worse, if not betier, than yesterday. 

General Grant took a drive to-day, accom- 
panied by several members of his family. He 
was absent from the house nearly an hour. 
During this time he was weighed and found to 
be 141 pounds against 162 pounds three 
months ago.

RAILROAD WRECKING. 


The Alarming Proportion of Railroad Prop- 
erty in Litigation, 

’ .Cxi0aco, April 23.—The Railway Age to- 
day, publishes a list of twenty railroads that 
have been placed in the hands of receivers 
fiom January Ist to March 3lst, 1885. Tho 
total capital stock and bonds of these corpora- 
tions aggregate $275,289,000. The Age says: 

Onr record for 1684 gave the total number of 
roads placed in the receiver’s hands as thirty- 
seven, embracing 11,038 miles of line, 
and $715,000,000 of capital and debt. The first 
quarter of this year already shows more thau one. 
halfas many roads, more than 87 per cent of 
mileage and about 49 per cent of thetotal amount 
of capital stock invyolyed by tbe receiverships of 
the entire previous year. Should the ratio for the 
reining nine mouths bethe same, the record of 
the year will probably indicate a greater aggregate 
of railway insolvencies than in any previous year 
in the history of the country.’’

THE KANSAS STORM, 


THE RIVERS RISE AND THE LOW- 
LANDS OVERFLOW, 


Whole Families SweptAway by the Waters—The 
Destruction Extends Down Iuto Texas— 
Thrilling Scenes of the Fiocod~a Genu- 
ine Suow Storm in Colorado. 


Sr. Lovis, April 23.—Dispatches from south- 
eastern Kansas report the heaviest rainfall 
that has ever been known in that part of the 
siate. The storm began on Tuesday, and 
over twelve inches of water are said to 
have fallen. All the level country 
is submerged. Trafficin the mgrket and by 
railroad for many miles each way from Par- 
sons is suspended, and the passenger train 
which left Parsons yesterday on the Fort 
Scott and Gulf road was wrecked not far from 
tcwn. A large number of hogs and cattle in 
the stock yard along Labette river, one mile 
from Parsons, have been drowned, and it is 
said hundreds, perhaps thousands, of animals 
kave perisbed in the surrounding country. 
Great destruction of crops and movable prop- 


erty has also occurred. The Marmar- 
ton river has overflowed its 
banks and inundated the settlement 
of from 600 to 800 inhabitants, and known as 
North Fort Seott. The water in the houses is 
from three to five feet deep. All the peeple 
were rescued. The Missouri Pacific railroad 
track is badly washed out both ways from 
Fort Scott, and no trains haye moved since 
Tuesday. There are also bad washouts on the 
Wichita road. A freight train on this road 
weut through the bridge at Clear Water, and 
Frank McDaniels, the engineer, was drowned. 
At last accounts the water was subsiding, but 
it will take several days to run 
off, Advices from Kingman confirm 
the previcus reports of the flood 
there. Ten lives are reported to have been 
lost'at that place. Traffic on the Wichita and 
Western railroad, between Wichita and King- 
man, is suspended, and the bridges on this 
road and the Atchison, Topeka an 


Water have been washed away. 
Other dispatches state thatthe storm 
tended to western Missouri, and tha 


washed away in places and traffic greatly 
terrupted. Advices also come from northern 
Texas noting a very heavy rainfall extending 
over large sections of country, embracing Den- 
ison, Gainesville, Abilene, Fort Worth, Dallas 
and other places. At Gainesville, the Pe- 
cen and Elm _ creek overflowed their 
benks, and besides washing away much prop- 
erty, several lives are reported lost. Women 
and children clung to the branches of trees 
for hours before they were rescued, and in 
geome instances whole families were swept 
awey in their houses, but in most instayces 
they were rescued. Several streets in Dallas 
were deluged with water, and the high wind 
damaged a number of houses. The Red river 
is very high, and at last accounts was rising 
rapidly, and great damage along its banks 
was apprehended, | 
THE STORM IN TEXAS, 

GuLveston, Tex., April 23.—In consequence 
of the heavy rain and wind storms endanger- 
inz the bridges, railroad traffic on the Missouri 
Pecifie north and west of Denison is impeded. 
The south-bound passenger train was derailed 
atthe city limits. Redriver is rising at the 
rate of four fect per hour. Fears are entertained 
for the safety of the Missouri Pacific bridze 
at Denison. A freight train of 
eighteen cars is reported wrecked near 
Cary station, Indian territory. No one was 
burt. Lou Holland, who was injured bya 
falling building during a cyclone on Tuesday, 
died yesterday. A family of emigrants en- 
camped on the river bottom were suddenly 
surrounded by water on Tuesday night, 
and sought safety in the trees. They were 
reecued yesterday. 

Further particulars from Prairie Grove state 
that only one person was killed by the cyloue 
of yesterday. The fourteen-year-old daughter 
of. R. Sawyer, Mrs. John Gentry, Kate 
O’Hara and the daughter of E. Herring are 
thought to be fatally injured. In addition to 
these there are fifteen seriously and may 
others slightly injured. All the children, 
with two exceptions, who were in the school- 
house at the time it was blown to pieces, were 
injured. Large trees in the vicinity were 
twisted, snapped off near the ground, and 
carried a long distance. The other houses 
demblished were the Bethel church, Hughes’s 
storehouse and tour dwellings. This is the 
thimd cyclone that has visited this section, 
each following nearly the same course. 

‘ SNOW IN COLORADO, 

Denver, Col., April 23.—The heaviest snow- 
storm ever known in this section of country 
set in at 9 o’clock last night and lasted until 
6 o'clock this evening. Fully 20 inches of 
snow fell,as much as the aggregate of the 
previous falls of the whole winter. The snow 
was very heavy. A number of roofs have 
fallen in, but without fatal results, so tar as 
repérted. The storm was general. throughout 
the state, but the railroad trains are moving 
nearly on time. The storm was of incalculable

Shedid not stir 
fora moment, and he probably thought he 
had missed his aim, for he fired at her again. 
One of the two bullets missed. 

The sister who sat on the right, jumped up 
end sterted to run, but Johnson, who was a 
skilled shot, seemed to be taking deliberate 
aim #6 the girland so accurately that she 
probably never heard the report of the pistol. 
The bullet passed through her bonnet and 
tbrough the head, coming out at the temple. 

His fether reached Greenwich later in the 
evening, and was wholly overcome by the 
news. Young Johnson had been complaining 
of feeling unwell during the winter, but he 
was never before thought to be insane. He 
wes a famous shot and athlete. His 
sister was eighteen years of age, and a great 
favorite with the people of Greenwich. hile 
in college young Johnson was not a particu- 
larly hard student. He was very popular 
with hia classmates, and went much in New 
Haven society. 

At diyycoroner’s inquest the following letter 

was produced, having been tagen from the 
pocket of Barclay Johnson after his death: 
_ GREENWICH, Conn., April 21, 1885.—If I suceead 
in secomplishing what I think must be done, a 
word or two of explanation will be probably re- 
ceived with interest. I think I am saving my 
mother and sister from an uuhappier fate. If 
there is a just and generous God, these two will go 
to the yy On which they deserve. If there is 
no God, then they wil] simply find their rest. 

At the close ef the letter young Johnson wrote: 
‘*‘] am couscious of the enormity of what I have 
done and intended to do, but, at the same, I have 
a suspicion that I haye become insane. Why did 
not some one recognize my weakness, my great 
need of help, and help me while there was time? 
But, to be fair. IsupposeI should say, Why did 
I not help myself?” 

The intermediate parts of the letter were filled 
with expressions of the writer’s tender affection 
towerd his father, mother and sister, mingled 
with self-aceusations of all sorts of faults, which 
his friends say existed only in his imagination 
—- Was written in a firm and very legible

BeLrast, April 23.—The prince and the 
princess of Wales arrived here at three o’clock 
this evening. They were met atthe station 
by an immense assemblage of citizens and re- 
ceived by the mayor, and the municipal escort 
conducted the royal visitors through the 
densely packed streets to Ulster hall, and all 
along the way the scene wasof the wildest 
enthusiasm. So demonstrative were the people 
that itwas as much asthe police could do to 
keep the way opon forthe progress of the 
royal carriage. At Ulster hall the various 
public bodies of Belfast presented addresses of 
welcome. The prince made personal replies 
to the different addresses. 

At Partadawn and Dundalk, on their way 
here, the prince and princess received ovations 
At all the railway stations along the route the 
demonstrations of loyalty were made. At 
most of the stations the buildings were deco- 
rated with orange colors and banners. At every 
depot where the train stopped long enough to 
permit it, addresses of welcome were preseat- 
ed. Along the whole route the dwellings, 
public buildings snd farm structures bore ban- 
ners, flags, wreaths, decorations and inscrip- 
tions expressive «f loyalty and welcome. la 
many instances thousands of persons followed 
the train after it left the stations uatil it got 
under strong headway cheering the royal 
couple and bidding them God speed. 

This evening the prince and princess.em- 
berked on thé royal yacht Osborne, for Cor- 
rickfergus roads, where the yacht will be 
moored tor the night.

Lonpon,y’ April 23.—The Standard, in an 
editorial, says: 

“Englishmen need notiear that war with Russia 
will involve Englazd with the other powers. If 
Russia defeated England, an awiul moment 
would arrive for Germany. Therefore, we may 
confidently assume that Prince Bismarck is not 
adverse to war between, England and Russia, be: 
cause he wants Russia weakened. We may dis- 
miss all misgivings that Germany or her allies 
wiil oppose England, and France, for well-knowa 
rearons, will be a quiet spectator. The sympathy, 
possibly the imdirect assistance of Italy to Ena- 
giand,is assured. It will be our fault if Tarkey 
throws difficulty in our way. Wise, bold action 
will secure Turkey and Persia, The czar must 
ponder upon these things.”’ 

The Times editorially says: 

The position of the Afghan question remains 
precisely the same as on the day of the receipt of 
the news of the baitle at Penjdeli, The only thing 
clear is the necessity of hurrying the preparations 
for war, and of active diplomacy to secure allies. 

Wak IS INEVITABLE. 

In St. Petersburg, everyone is speaking of 
war as inevitable. The question is narrowing 
more and morejto a purely military dispute. 

The Journal de St. Petersburg, in its review 
of Sir Peter Lumsden’s report to Gladstone, 
upon the affair between the Russian and the 
Atghan troops at Penjdeh, says thatthe report 
is based upon statements from Afghan sources, 
and if it contradicts the precise and com- 
plete report previously we by General Ko- 
marofi, commander of the Russian forces 
operating upon the border of Afghanistan, 
then Mr. Gladstone need not be surprised if 
Ruesia prefers to rely upon the testimony of 
her generals. The Journal adds: 

_ It is useless té pursue these polemics on subsid- 
lary points, when the main question to be settled 
is ihe delimitation of the boundary betweeh Rus- 
sia. and Afghanistan. As to her war credits, Eng- 
land is free to bestir herself. Russia remains 
calm, conscious of the gravity of the situation, and 
confident of her ability tocope with the emer- 
gepey. Russia will be happy to see realized, Kari 
Giapville’s wish that all existing differences be- 
fellge England and Russia shall be settled peace- 
ully. 
IN THE COMMONS. 

In the house of commons to-day Mr. Glad- 
stone, in replying to an inquiry made by Sir 
Stafford Northcote, said that there was no in- 
tention of Jaying further papers touching the 
Afghan sitaation upon the table before asking 
for the vote upon the war credits already sub- 
mitted to the house. The government, Mr. 
Gladstone continued, was engaged in corres- 
pendence of extreme gravity with Russia. It 
was impossible to make now a complete state- 
ment of the nature of that correspondence, 
while no partial statement could be given 
without the greatest risk of creating misap- 
prehension. 

There was a“better feeling in the stock 
market ot London at the finish of the business 
to-day owing te theclosing of the bear ac- 
count and the favorable bank return. Russian 
securities were 12 per cent higher. 

The Paris bourse to-day was quiet, but closed 
at a slight advance in prices. 

The Berlin bourse to-day was unsettled and 
heavy. Atthe close there was a slight im- 
provement. .- 

Russia has contracted with dealers in New 
Castle, England, for ten thousand tous of 
steamer coals, to be delivered at Uronstadt. 
The contract price for these coals is nine pence 
above the retail price. 

FAVORABLE COMMENT ON GLADSTONE, 

The European press generally comment 
favorably upon the speech made by Mr. Glad- 
stone in the house of commons Tuesday after- 
noon, cn the occasion of asking for a vote of 
credit. His statement is characterized as 
dignified and resolute. There is now a general 
revulsion of feeling toward the belief that war 
is now inevitable. 

The government estimate requires that 35,- 
000 men shall be added to the present force of 
the army, 

The Berlin continental press appear to think 
that war between Russia and England is in- 
evitable. The Kolmische Zeitung says that 
both England and Russia desire peace, but 
neither knows how to go about obtaining it. 

A Paris dispatch to the Exchange telegraph 
company states that it is rumored there that a 
powerful Russian squadron has been ordered 
to cruise off the coast of Italy for the purpose 
of overawing the Italian government in its 
suspected work of secretly preparing to assist 
England in the event of an Anglo-Russian 
wer. 

RUSSIA CRITICISING GLADSTONE. 

The Post’s correspondent at St. Petersburg 
telegraphs that Russia has declared that Glad- 
sioce’s statement in the house of commons, in 
esking for a vote of eredit, has compromised 
negotiations between England and Russia, and 
imperilled their success. 

‘the next cabinet meeting will be held on 
Saturday. 

The Daily News says that negotiations with 
Russia are not hopeless,though the only chance 
of settlement lies in Russia’s acceptance of a 
frontier apparently inconsistent with her re- 
cent aggression.

Loxpox, April 23.—Great excitement was 
caused in the admiralty office in . Whitehall at 
11 o’cleck this foreneon by an explosion 
ina room in the basement of that build- 
ing. The firemen and police were promptly 
eum moned, and all the of the admiralt 
building were closed. rds wore at 
once posted. No person was allowed to enter 
or depart from the premises untila thorough 
examination could be made. It is supposed 
that the explosion was caused by the prema- . 
ture discharge of a ie ox which had been 


sent to the admiralty for examination. 

The explosion occurred in the secretary's 
department. Mr. Edwin N. Swainson, as- 
sistant secretary and tg rm clerk, rec erved 
a severe scalp wound. It issaid that other 
officials were also injured, but none so seri- 
ously as Mr. Swainson. It is now believed that 
the explesion was not accidental, but that it 
was caused by bf mowree A large force of de- 
tectives, under Inspector O’Hagan, has 
posted sround the admiralty building, and no 
_ is allowed to leave until after identifica- 
ion. 

The explosion this morning"badly dam 

the room in which it roe. Sy vo set toon 
fire. The officials and firemen soon eoxtin- 
guished the flames; The cabinet ministers 
were immediately informed by telegraph of 
the explosion, and were furnished with all the 
facts in connection therewith that were ob- 
tainable at thetime. A special messenger 
was dispatched tothe home office, and Bir 
William Vernon Harcourt, home secretary, 
was thus notified of the affair. Mr. William 
Sproston Caine, member parliameht, civil lord 
of admiralty, was summoned by telegraph,and 
he shortly afterwards arrived at the scene of 
the explosion, and are making 
a critical examination of the 
wreckage. No arrests have been made nor has 
any one been detamed even on suspicion, No 
clue of any kind, whatsoever, has yet been ob- 
tained as to the origin of the explosion. 

Sir William Vernon Harcourt and Colonel 
wre Fonte, chief inspector of explosives, are 
making a careful oul personal examination of 
the wreck, No official statement of the cause 
of the explosion has yet been made. Tho walls 
and other principal parts of the building are 
uninjured. In addition tothe severe scalp 
wound, Mr. Swainson also suffers from a se- 
vere concussion of the brain. Itis expected, 
however, that he will recover from his injuries. 

It is now regarded as certain that either gua 
cotton or dynamite was used to cause 
the explesion. Mr. Swainson’s room, in which 
the explosion took place, was made & complete 
wreck. The adjacent corridors were yery 
much damaged, while all the windows front- 
ing on the Horse Guards’ parade were blown 
out. Several of the inspectors of explosives 
attached to the home office were promptly on 
the ground. 

Strong suspicion now prevails in the police 
and official circles that the explosion at the 
admiralty office was the result of private 
malice, as Swainson was greatly disliked by 
a number of persons, including several em- 
ployes of the office. It is certain that an in- 
fernal machine was placed in the book case 
just over the spot where Swainson’s head 
would be when ag at his desk. The de- 
tectives are positive that the outrage was the 
work of an employe, as #0 stranger could pass 
the janitor without some document showing 
tbat he had business with some of the heads of 
the department, and the janitor says+ no 
stranger to his knowledge, has passed him 
during the past twenty-four hours.

Ne gro Labeorersip the furpentine Forests 
Hasdcuffed by Their Owu Consent. 
From the New York Sun. 


Giesos’s, N. C., April 17.—One half of a 


-gecond class railway carona road that rans 


out of the turpentine forests of southern North 
Carolina was Glled with negroes who were 
handcuiied. They did not wear striped suits, 
however, aud they were excessively jolly. A 
white man whose bootlegs extended above his 
knees, and whose hat brim flapped down 80 as 
to hide bis face and neck, had them in charga, 
and he was a9 jolly as they were. He address. 
ed them a8 “boys,” gave them a bottle of 
whisky, exchanged rude jokes with then, 
gpd a werrier compeny you never saw.

Th» contractor therefore, 
after he employs them, buys their tickets, 
Being afraid that some of them will suddenly 
take it into their heads to stop in South Caro- 
lina or upper Georgia, with their own consent 
he bandcuffs them. Their wages for the first 
month go to repay the contractor for advancing 
their fare, and the operators who need negroes 
pay him eo much per head for bringing 
them. 

The contractor, therefore, is practically a 
dealer in negroes, much after -the fashion ‘of 
the old times. These negroes work a season 
in Georgia, where they receive as much as $20 

er moutb, and then return to their old homes. 

Srany of them leave their families in North” 
Carolina, and many, of course, have no 
families. The time oftheir return isa season 
of rich harvest for the pine woods grogzgeries. 
A negro from Georgia who has $60, or perhaps 
$100, in his pocket comes back to his old home 
us a capitalist—for a few weeks at least. 
Riotous living, then a period of the old pover- 
ty and humility, then another trip to Georgia 
—this is the circle of their lives. 

Yet these turpentine negroes scorn the 
domesticated darkey who works for $i2a month 
onafarm. They havea noble savage scorn 
also for such efleminate things as beds and 
crockery ; of anthing, indeed, that hints of the 
tame monotony of civilization; but they can 
drink liquor with any civilized being in the 
world. They work by the piece and receive 
their pay weekly, and in consequénce, have 
more cash than any other negroes.

Riotous living, then a period of the old pover- 
iy and humility, then another trip to Georgia 
—this is the circle of their lives. 

Yet these turpentine negroes scorn the 
domesticated darkey who works for $12 a month 
onafarm. They havea noble savage scorn 
also for such efieminate things as beds and 
crockery; of anthing, indeed, that hints of the 
dame monotony of civilization; but they can 
drink liquor with any civilized being in the 
world. They work by the piece and receive 
their psy weekly, and in consequence, have 
more cash than any other negroes. But they 
seldom work mere than five days a week, and 

uiday they spend at a railroadetation. The 
liquor is vigorous and sometimes leads to a 
tragedy. When a negro in this remote region 
kijls a negro there is no sentimentality or 
philanthropy conveniently near to make moan 
or inquiry. The murderer goes awsy before 
the sheriff comes; and there is simply one 
negro less, that’s all. During life he enjoyed 
no clearly defined individuality, and so who 
misses him? 
Gfuiing theidle season of the year when 
ihere is no boxing or chipping or dipping to do 
in the forest, many of these untamed laborers 
getemployment on the ditching and wood 
iraivs of new railroads. 
train is regarded as an extraordinary man, 
and, indeed, he is, 
these men to oversee, and among every fifty 
there sre likely to be a few who, in his opinion, 
need cccasional reprimands. The same negro 
who will agree to a bargain whereby he is to 
be handcufied’may bea pugnacious fellow. 
The bors of the train therefore emphasizes his 
authority by wearing a pistol. He seldom 
uses it, but he wears it, to give his own 
explanation, to prevent the wnecessity of 
neing it. 

“The way Ido, an’ I think [ manage the 
rescals purty well,” said one of these bosses, 
“isto knock down a niggerr wheneverlI git a 
new lot o’ hands. That gives the new uns a 
a idee of what sort of a boss they’ve got.

These railroad negroes sleep, cook, eat, 
Their rations 
‘ consisi of a peck of meal, four pounds of bacon, 

At night the 
banjo, dance, and song fill at least the hours 
from eucdown till midnight with goood cheer, 
andon occesions of unusual hilarity they 
indulge in wrestling, boxing, and running. 
These sports follow twelve hours’ work wit 
ihe space, often in mud ankle deep. 

Inevery car cabin there is one, sometimes 
there are two or three, sedate fellows who 
Spend their evenings in solemn meditation 
over a spelling book. To hold thefr dignity 
and be guilty ofsuch an effeminate taste they

Possessed of this rare beauty and endowed 
with strong mentalffaculties, she was consider- 
ed in every respect u most attractive woman. 
aa parents were of old and highiy honored 
families, and were immensely rich. Her father, 
Colone) James French Strother, was a Vir- 
givien by birth, her mother, Theodosia Haat, 
was edeughter of Mr. John Westey Hant, in 
his day one of the wealthiest and most in{lu- 
ential citizens of Lexington. Mr. Hunt built 

he house where the elder Mrs. Morgan now 
lives. Colonel Strother and Miss Theodosia 
Hurt were married thera a out 
sixty years ago, While Miss §al- 
lie was but a little girl, Colonel Stro- 
ther remoyed with his family to Washington 
City, where he died. After iving the ‘girl a 
thorough education, Mrs. Btrotiver and her 
daughter sailed for Europe, where they ro- 
mained several years, visiting all of the Euro- 
ean countries. Afterwards they returned to 

ashington, but Miss ~ Strother, then 
about twenty-one years old, pre- 
ferred Europe to America, and induced her 
mother to return there to live, and therefore, 
having arranged their business matters ia 
America, they set sail a second time and pur- 
chased a beautiful home et Spa. About four 
years alter her return to Europe Miss Strother 
met Baron Fannenberg at Baden Baden. 
After a short courtship they were married. 
Baron Fanneberg bringing his wife nothing 
but his title. Itwas only a year when they 
separated, Baroness lannenberg settling on 
her husband a handsome annuity. 

The baroness and her mother were never 
seperated until the latter’s death. Mrs. 
Strother was buried at Spa, and over her 
grave the baroness had built a magnificent 
mausoleum ata cost of $70,000. Tae baroness 
inherited the whole of her mother’s estate, 
amounting to at least a million dollars. She 
bad managed her estates successfully, and 
died @ wealthier woman’ than her mother 
had been.

On hear- 
ing of her death, her agents in America, 
Mr. Day, of St. Louis, and Mayor Halsey, 
of Louisville, started for France to take 

art in ae up her estate aod dispos- 
ing of it as she had indicated in any will she 
may have left. The Baroness had long con- 
templated a visit to her relatives in Lexing- 
ton and would doubtless have spent the coming 
summer here had she lived. Boron Da. Fan- 
nemberg is still living. The baroness was 
buried by the’ side of her mother, to whom 
she was most devotedly attached. 

Mrs. Morgan, the direct heir, is a very old 
lady. General John Morgan was her oldest 
son and, as will be remembered, was killed ia 
the Cumberland mountains while trying to es- 
cape from the _ federal forces, Calvert 
Morgan is @ strikingly handsome man, per- 
sonal beauty being a merked quality of all 
the children. Mrs. Duke iscailed one of the 
handsomest among all the handsome women 
in Kentucky. Her husband was Governor 
Morgan’s chief lieutenant in that oflicer’s 
many dashing raide.

THE JEWISH ORPH4N 


A Keport on the Working of This Well 
Known Inatitution, 


ATLANTA, Apri] 23,—Editors Constitution: In 
making a report of the Jewish orphan asylum, 
near Baltimore, Md., Icommend it to the consid- 
eration of your many readers, particularly to that 
class who are more directiy interested in it, 
Iem sorry to state that a grant misfortune befel me 
about four mouths ago when L-lost a devoted wife 
and my darling child, a loving mother, which re- 
cently compelled me to place some of my chil: 
dren in the above named institution. 

Witbja broken heart 1 departed from the city with 
my four children, three girls andone boy, the 
oldest child twelve and youngest six years old, for 
Baltimore, and on my arrival at thatinstitution I 
was met by the superintendent, Rev. Lewis A. Sor, 
a very cleverand most generous gentleman, who 
received us very kindly and made it very pleasant 
for me as much as he could, and his loving 
daughter showed meallthrough the building, 
essisted by Miss Englander, another ohne of these 
good natured ladies. Aud now I will describe all 
what Ihave seen, and what everybody shoulda 


ASYLUM, 


now. : 

The orphan asylum is about three miles from 
the city of Baltimore, in a very nice location, and 
the street Cars are running by very convenient to 
the city. Itis a beantiful building. and was built 
by the Baltimore Institute in 1876 at a cost of 
$60,000, and has a capacity to shelter, comport: 
ably, 200 children. The building has forty-eight 
nice, largeand well yentilated rooms, two school 
rooms, three public rooms, one directors’ room, 
four private rooms, one parlor, one public office 
and one private, one kindergarten, two wash 
rooms—one for the boys and one for the girls— 
three bath-rooms, with seven bath-tubs, one din- 
ing-room, two play-rooms—one for the girls aud 
one for the boys—three store-rooms, one laundry, 
one kitchen, one room containinug-groceries and 
provisions, one sewing-room, and several other 
rooms fo rser¥ants, etc. Everything is in 
periect order. The brildingis a handsome one 
everything systematically arranged. 

Rev. Louis A. Sor is the superintendent, and he 
teaches the Hebrew and German tanguages; Miss 
L; Duplap the English. Miss Englander is the 
matron, and Miss Sor has charge of the kindergar- 
ten. There are in all in that institution 60 children, 
thirty-five girls and twenty-flve boys, varying 
from four years to fourteen} years. The boys are 
kept there till they reach the age of fourteen years 
and the girls sixteen years. They are generally 
provided with a place before they go out of the 
asylum. I havespenttherea whole day, and as 
far as I could observe they are. all well treated b 


‘the good people which have chargeof the insti- 


tution. vy. Louis (A. Sor informed me that 
there is nothing wanted thet cannot be gotten at 
any moment’s notice. The B'nai Brith children 
can be taken outatany time, but. mo others, as 
they are provided with places. 

The children are allowed to write to their pa 
rents only once a month, and every letter which 
they send or receive is firstread by the superin- 
tendent. They have the schools in the building, 
but the brightest ones are sent to the pub'ic 
school, They have also achapel inthe building 
and an organ, and have services every Friday eve- 
ning and Saturday mornings. They goto the 
temple on Holy days, where they are invited by 
difierent congregations. With the permission of 
the superintendent they can go out and spenda 
day with their friends if they are invited to do so. 

It wes ampsing to see all the girls congregated iu 
one room knitting stockings for themselves and 
the beys. 

The ‘whole building is lighted by gas and 
warmed by heaters of the latest and best improve- 
meut. 

The bed-rooms look very attractive. A nurse 
sleeps in the room with the small girls, and the 
same is the case with the little boys. Toere are two 
@rersing-rooms forthe girls and one for the boys, 
ana each child has bis towel, comb and brush. 
There are also two rooms—one for the girls aud 
one for the boys—which haveabout fifty closets 
for their clothing. 

The children she all dressed alike, and seamed 
to be perfectly satistied. Toey have breakfast at 
534, dinner 11%, supperat-5¢ o'clock, and lunca 
at3o’clock. The meals are all seasonable and 

holesowe. 
ba saw somo very nice embroidery and crochet 
work by girls from thirteen tofourveen years old. 

This institution is*an ornament to the city of 
Raltimere, end an honor to the Israelites at large, 
and rey God biessall those who are taking such 
great ipterest in keeping the same in such a good 
corditton as I have found it.

THE EAST TENNESSEE AND GEORGIA

THE PRESIDENT AND HIS MOVEMENTS. 


A féw words here on the subject of the | 


president’s proposed visit tothe south may 
not be amiss, 

The gentlemen who waited on the presi- 
dent with the invitation believe that he will 
accept the invitation. This opinion is based 
upon full and frequent interviews with the 
president and with his perfectly frank and 
positive statements in regard to the matter. 

Thesimple truth of the matter is, presi- 
don’t wants tocome, and he is gong to come 
if he can possibly do so without violating his 
sense of duty. He is now considering the 
matter and seeking a clear and safe way 
to gratifying his wishes and meeting the 
€urnest request of the southern people. We 
believe he will find such a way, and that he 
will accept the invitation. 

The stuff about the president deserting his 
duties if he makes this trip, where it is not 
malicious, isabsurd. By the 2[st of May the 


president will have been at work without | 


intermission for nearly three months, of 
which time vastly the greater part has been 
consumed by visitors who simply desired to 
tee him or to’ appeal for office. A rest of 
four days from such wearing labor would 
not be hegrudged him by reasonable people. 
He would return to his work invigorated, 
-refresbed and strengthened. In his perfect- 
ly private car, on a special train, safe from 
intrusien, he would have time for rest, 
recreation and for quiet study of the stirring 
problems that have so rapidly . confronted 
him. In the four days be would have ridden 
through seven states of the. south—a section 
he bas neverseen. He wou!d have met face 
to face, en route and in Atlanta, hundreds of 
thousands of our southern people—a consid- 
eration that, fiom the standpoint of the 
south, wou'd greatly more than compensate 
the Joss of four days trom the fret and worry 
of the capital. : 

It may be urged that if this invitation is 
accepted, the president will be embarrassed 
with an avalanche of otherinyitations, That 
is true. Obviously he could not accept them 
all, or any considerable portion of them. 
But we think he might reasonably take a 
week out of each year of his administration 
to visit the four great sections of the coun- 
try over which he presides. He could not 
employ a week of each year more wisely for 
himseif, or #0 as to give more gratifi- 
caiionp, sssurance and enthusiasm to 
the people. He cennot begin better 
than with the iirip to Georgia. 
Of one thiog we may all be certain. If the 
president can possibly come he is coming.

THE CASE OF RHODE ISLAND. 

Our readers have no doubt tollowed with 
more or lesa interest the intermittent discus- 
sion that bas been going on between Tus 
Conetitvrios and the Providence Journal in 
regard to the unrepublican and undemocrat- 
ic state government of Rhode Island. The 
subject ie one that ought to possess abundant 
interest for every American citizen, for the 
condition of affairs in Rhode Island shows 
what becomes of the rights and liberties of 
the individual when money is permitted to 
contro! elections, and capital allowed to dic- 
tate the laws. The state of Rhode Island is 
governed by corruption in its most formida- 
ble shape. It is incorporated; it finds its 
charter in 2 most vicious organic law which 
was imposed on the people by bribery. 

We are not at all satisfied with the argu- 
ments and excuses which the Providence 
Journal has offered in explanation of the 


The defense that our contemporary makes is 
a lame one, and its explanation is no expla- 
nation at all. A while ago it pretended to 
grow very angry with Tue CoNsTITUTION on 
account of some remarks and suggestions 
made in these columns in regard to the situ- 
alion of affairs in Rhode Island. Our re- 
marks, however, no matter how severe they 
may bave been, would not bear the malicious 
interpretation which the Journal sought to 
put upon them. They were meant in all 
kindness. Itis true we are not professional 
missionaries, but the Journal has been so 
busy in its attempts to reform the south that 
we felt at liberty to callitsatiention to the 
ercse ontreges perpetrated on certain classes 
in Rhode Island who, through the operations 
of an aristocratic organic law, are deprived 
of the most precious privileges of citizen- 
ship. 

The Journal has attemp‘ed to confuse the 
issue by trying to prove that in certain 
Rhode Island towns the democra‘s are oppos- 
ed toremoving the sullrage restrictions whicea 
now exist. This is the most foolish of pleas. 
If true at all, the plea only proves that cer- 

‘tain democrats are wrong-headed toa degree 
hitherto unheard of, and that they have 
been corrupted by a condition of things so 
foreign to our republican institutions, The 
constitution of Rhode Island, in so far as it 
restricts the right of suffrage to property- 
owners, isa violation of every principle of 
justice andequality and is abhorent to every 
honest man, republican or democrat. Sach 
a restriction in a state where the people have 
been allowed to govern themselves wouid 
create areyolution; but, for forty-three years 
the people of Rhode Island haye not been 
permitted to govern themselves. They have 
meekly submitted to taxation without repre- 
tentation. Deprived of the most estimable 
of their privileges as free citizens they have 
known nothing of equal rights. 

All aliens in Rhode Island are compelled 
to pey a property tax before they are allowed 
to vote. Citizens are required to pay a prop- 
erty tax to vote for certain officers empower- 
ed to impose a tax and a registry tax for all 
not property voters. The Sanday Telegram, 
of Providence, epeaks the truth when it says 
that “no rotten borough in England was 
ever more open to bribery and corruption 
than, for forty years, has been, and still is, 
this state of Rhode Island.” Sach 
a condition of affairs is inevitable 
where poverty is maceacrime. In Georgia, 
amanis not allowed to vote after he has 
seryed a term in the penitentiary; in Rhode 
Island, he is disqualified because he is poor, 
and poverty is, therefore, acrime ina state 
that isa part of the American republic. The 
democrat that upholds sucha condition of 
things is no democrat; is,in fact, no better 
than a Rhode Is!and republican. 

It is impossible that this corrupt state of 
effsirs should not, in some measure, have an 
ir fiuence on the socia¥environment of Rhode 
Isiand. In this view of the case,it may be 
interesting to state that at arecent term of 
court in Providence, as we are informed 
there were one hundred and fourteen peti- 
tions for divorce. Rhode Isiand must bs re- 
formed,

Inno 
other way can the appropriations of the gen- 
eral government and the expenditures of 
States, cities and individuals be turned to 
good account and utilized to the fullest ex- 
tent. There will, wedo not doubt, be an 
unabimous voice throughout the southin 
favor of the reopening of the exhibition after 
& Summer's recess, Comparatively few of the 
people of the south have seen the exposition, 
butall who seeit beforeit is closed at the 
end of next month, wil! be witnesses to its 
immensity and value,and when the doors 
are reopened next October—as we hope they 


will appear from the southern states. It is 
an exhibition that no southern man who has 
any spare money'can afford tostay away 
from. It is an object school of immense pro- 
portions and immense interest. Oar people 
have not properly appreciated it, but if it is 
continued through next winter, they will 
learn from those who have seen it, what is in 
store for them. The south need no‘ expect 
to witness within its bounds within a genera- 
tion another exhibition of equal merit and 
propertions; and for that reason, if no other,

A CORRESPONDENT of the Charleston News and 
Courier gives an explanation of the confederate 
bond mystery which may be the true one, It 
seems that when the confederacy went under 
there remained in the banks in Europe to the 
credit of the confederate secret service fund 
$5,080,000, The agentswho had control of this 
money were honest men, They consulted with 
Mr. Benjamin, after he had taken 
up his residence in London, 
as to the best disposition of the fund. It was 
agreed thatitshould net be surrendered to the 
United States, but should be diyided among the 
people who had given their means to the confed- 
eracy in exchange for its bonds. It was decided to 
pay offthe unhonored coupons, beginning with 
those last due by the confederacy during its exist 
ence. These were the coupons falling due Jan- 
uary 1, 1865. Then the balance was to be applied 
to the payment of the next coupons falling due. 
The bonds were advertised for. To cover the real 
object ol the movement it was 
hinted that the bonds were to be held 
by speculators, and that suit was to be instituted 
against the United States fof their payment, This 
smusing idea gained great prevalence. Thebonds 
were readily obtained, and all of the January, 1865, 
coupons were paid, simply by the purchase of the 
boncs for the amount of these coupons and their 
subsequent destruction. The remainder of the 
fund was absorbed by the partial paymentof the 
coupons next due, in the order of their presenta- 
tion. Very few of the men who dealtin the bonds 
knew what was the objectof the purchase, The 
circle managing the scheme was quite small, Mr. 
Benjamin’s master mind conceived if and secured 
its fulfilment. He handled none of the money 
and none wes paid to his order. Nobodyin the 
secret mace money out of it. The purpose was 
simply to return to the creditors of the dead con" 
federacy a part of their money. As the money has 
all been paid cut, there is no longer any demand 
for confederate bonds. They will never again 
have any value except as souvenirs of the lost 
cause.

AN ALDERMAN SHOT. 


ALDERMAN PROUDFIT OF MACON 
ACCIDENTLY VWYOUNDBD. 


Other News From Macon—fhe Kaights Templar— 
The Volunteers’ Sixtieth Anniversary—Base- 
belliste at War—Trouble About Wells’s 
Well—Personal and Otherwise, 


Macon, Ga., April 23.—[{Special ]—During the 
target practice of the Macon Volunteers, at the 
park this afternoon, Alderman Alexander Proud- 
fit was accidentally shot and seriously wounded 
by Mr. Ed L. Brown. Mr. Proudfit and Mr, John 
Boardman were the markers at one of the targets, 
and when Mr. Brown’s time came to shoot he 
fired and missed the target, but the shot glaueed 
off to the right.

The latter 
went up to speak to Colonel C. M. Wiley and Mr, 
Charles Emmel, the scorers, and had nearly 
reached his position on his retura when Mr. 
Brown fired the third time. The ball struck the 
ground some distance in front of the target, split 
into piecesandafragmen} struck Mr. Proudfit 
just under the right eye. He staggered, and was 
caught by Mr. Boardman. 

Two young ladies gave up their carriage to the 
wounded gentleman,and,accompanied by Dr. W.F. 
Carrol), surgeon ofthe Volunteers, he was driven 
to his room at Brown’s hotel. 
Dr. Maitauer was summoned. He 
made an examination of the wound, 
and proneunced it serious, but not likely to re- 
sult fatally. To-night Dr. Mettauer extracted the 
piece of lead and sewed up the wound, THE Con-

operation. Mr. Proudfit exhibited wonderful 
nerve, bearing the painful operation without & 
murmur. He has suffered much pain, but when 
THE CONSTITUTION correspondent left the hotel be 
was resting quietly.

Warring Baseballists. 

SULLIVAN AND BAUER, OF THE ATLANTAS, ATTACK 
BURKALOW, OF THE MACONS—GREAT INDIGNATION 
IN MACON, 

MAcon, Ga., Apri! 23.—[Special.]—This morning, 
shortly after eight o’clock, an ugly row occurred 
at the European house between Burkalow, umpire 
of yesterday's baseball game, and Sullivan and 
Bauer, of the Atlantas. As nearly as. could be 
learned, the frcts are as follows: 

In the game yesterday, Burkalow fined Sullivan 
and McVey ten dollarseach. They thought them- 
Selves unjustly treated, and determined to call 
Burkalow to account. This morning at five o'clock 
Sullivan, McVey, Bauer and Cahill went to the 
European house and asked to be shown to Burka- 
low’sroom. The latter was not in, and the At 
lanta players left. Fome time between seyen and 
eight o’clock they started back to the European 
Louse, but were stopped by Manager Schmeltz 
Almost immediately after, Sullivan and Baue- 
succeeded in eluding Schmeltz, and went to- 
gether to Burkalow’s room. Burkalow had 
returned, and was lying in bed 
undressed. He was told by Sullivan and Bauer 
that they had come to whip him, He saidin reply 
that be was sorry to kuow their purpose, but that 
if nothing but a fight would satisfy them,he would 
dress and go down into the; backyard and give 
them battle. He got out of bed, and says that 
while in the act of dressing. he was suddenly 
struck at by Sulliyau, when he tripped Sullivan 
ard threw him tothe floor. Bauer then jofmedin 
the row. The fight made euch a disturbance that 
persons in all parts of the hotel were alarmed, 
and several ran into Burkalow’s room, 
Reddy Mack, who was in the room with 
Kurkalow seized aclub and kept Bauer at bay. 
At this juncture. a police officer, who had been 
summoned, arrived; but all the parties to the 
difficulty denied that there had been anything 
but a sharp quarrel, and no arrests were made. 

After the Atlantas leit the city, the facts as ale 
ready stated leaked out from various sources, and 
great indignation among all classes here was im- 
mediately aroused. At first, it was proposed to 
telegraph and hayeSullivan and Bauer arrested 
and brought back to Macon for trial. Afterwards, 
it was proposed to arrest them upon their return 
to Macon to play the next games. Later 
in the day it was determined 
to place the matter in the hands of Solicitor-Gen- 
€¢ral Hardeman, with instructions to present Sul- 
livyan and Bauer for assault snd battery to toe 
grand jury next week. 

The feeling sgainst McVey, Sullivan, Bauer and 
Cahill is very bitter. If something is not done to 
prevent future kicking, and such disgraceful 
rows es that of this morning and those on the 
grounds, baseball will quickly lose its holdin this 
city, The people have been thoroughly disgusted, 
claiming that they paid thtir moaey to be amused 
not to be annoyed by continual kicking aud 
threats.

He Decides That the Receiver of the State Court is 
Extitied to the Possession—Lively Procesd- 
inge in Court—-What Both Parties Pro- 
pose to Do-—Gossip of the Case. 


For the thirdtime Judge R, T. Dorsey holds an 
order of the superior court for the possession as 
receiver of the Georgia division of the East Ten. 
nessce, Virginia and Georgia railroad, 

Yesterday Judge Hammond sitting in chambers, 
heard the conclusion of the argument on the right 
of posxeesion to this portion of the railroad. The 
court hed heard argument for nearly three hours 
ep Monday afternoon, and for nearly as long on 
Tuesday afternoon On this case, The entire day 
was given to it yesterday,the court meeting at 
pall pest eight and sitting until six, with only an 
pour’s intermission for dinner, 

Judge Hammond in setting this case for a hear- 
ing, declared that he would first hear and decide 
the right of possession of the temporary receiver, 
end aitcrwards the question as to whether a per- 
manent receiver sbould be appointed. The judge 
said that in determining the right of possession 
the merits of the case for a permanent receiver 
wonld not be considered. Still the argument took 
2 very wide range, some of the counsel. claiming 
thet it was necessary tor the proper presenta- 
tion of their case to state all 
ihe circumstances of the appointment of both 
Fink and Dorsey and to cite the authorities ap- 


plicable toevery step in the proceedings, both in 


the state and the federal courts. 
Henry Fink claims that he is receiver of 
THE ENTIRE LINE 

under an order issued by Judge Baxter, of the 
circwit court of Tennessee, on the suit 
of the Central Trust company, of New York, 
who hold a mortgage of $22,000, 000 over the entire 
line ay an entirety pledged for the pay ment of this 
debt. Theorder of Jucge Baxter was issued on 
the 6th of January. On the morning of the 7th 
Fink at Knoxville took charge of the head office 
of the line, and telegraphed to all its officers and 
agents in all the other divisions announcing that 
he beld the road, not for the ‘company, but as the 
receiver of the United Staies court. They all ac- 
cepted appointment under Fink as receiver, and 
jin Georgia and elrewhere along the line of the 
road, changed their books and opened their ac- 
counts with Fink as receiver. 

On the 12th an ancillary order was issued by 
Circuit Judge Pardee, at New Orleans, appointing 
Fink receiver for those portions of the lfnein 
Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi. On the night 
of the 7th of January a bill was filed before Judge 
Fetes at Gainesville, Judge Hammond not then in 
Atlanta, declaring that there was $175 past due 
and unpaid on coupons of five bonds of the road 
held by Clarance Angier, of Atlanta. The bill 
also contained some claims for overcharges for 
freight and personal damages. Since the first pre 
sentation of the bill other parties have been made 

o-com plainants, 

On this bill, Judge Estes issued an order appoint- 
ing Judge RK. T. Dorsey, of Atlanta, receiver of the 
Georgia division of the East Tennessee, Virgiuia 
and Georgia railroad. Armed with this order, 
Judge Dorsey went the next day to the office of 
Mr. Fry, the superintendent of the Georgia diyi- 
end demanded possession. After some 
deliberation theroad wasturned over to Judge 
Dorsey, who heid possession of it until the 
2ith of January. Iathbe mean time the case had 
been transferred to the United States court. Judge 
Boorman in the circuit court at Atlanta declined 
to recognize Jadge Dorsey’s receivership and 
recogtized that oi Fink, The counsel for the 
complainants on the transfer of the case to the 
fedcral court took an appeal to the supreme 
court. Under the decision of Judge Boar 
men Dorsey delivered the road 
to Fink, bunt did so uncer protest. A few weeks 
Pz thesupreme court celivered its opinion on 
tae appeal concerning the transfer of the case to 
the federal courts, It heid that the Georgia divi- 
sion of the rcad was a Georgia corporation, that 
it had been built under the Cincinnati and 
Georgia railroad company’s franchise, aud was, in 
all respects, subject, to the control 
of the state courts. A few days 
after the deliverery of this opinion counsel for the 
complainants obtained an order from Judge Ham 
mond placing 

DORSEY AGAIN IN POSSESSION 
ofthe road. He served this on the superintendent 
of the Atlanta division on the evening of the 14th 
of April, and obtained possession of the road. The 
next day, however, Judge Hammond revoked this 
order on the ground that it had been 
granted prematurely and before notice had been 
giyen to the other parties. Dorsey surrendered 
the road to Fink once more. Judge Hammond 


determined to hear the argument as to the right > 


of possession, and that was the issue which he de- 
ci¢ed yesterday. Mr. Hoke Smith had already 
submitted an argument for the _ right 
of Dorsey, and Judge Hopkins had 
argued for the right of Fink to the 
receivership and the possession. When the court 
met yesterday morning Judge Henry B. Tompkins 
madethe argument for the Central Trust com- 
pany of New York, at whose instance Fink was 
appointed reeeiyer. The judge produced an array 
of authorities to prove that Fink had been duly 
appointed receiver of the entire line, and that 
Dorsey had no rights as receiver. 
He wes followed by Mr. A. CGC. King, 
who reviewed the billand the answer, declaring 
that there were in the former many good claims 
fgninst the road besides that of Angier. He made 
his argument mainly on the point that the Ten- 
netsee court could not appoint a receiver for prop: 
erty beyond its territory, and that when Fink 
crossed the Georgia lire his receivership fell from 
him likea cloak. He said Fink’s alleged receiver- 
ship in Georgia was a ghost; an airy nothing 
Which the counsel had attempted to invest] with 
fesh and blood and power. Mr. King concluded 
hisspeech shortly after the court reassembled 
efter recess. Judge Lochrane argued for the right 
of Fink to the possession as the representative of 
ailthe creditors. The decision of the supreme 
Courtsim ply gays this case ought not to have been 
transferred. butit already had been transferred. 

Mejor A. O. Bacon, the general counsel of the 
road ior Georgia, said that this was a naked ques- 
Won of law, and he challe nged the couasel on the 
other side to show an instance where a receiver in 
Peaccable possession had-ever been ousted by 
ebotber receiver of a court of concurrent jurisdic- 
lion, 

Mr, Pat Calhoun concluded the argument for the

Judge Hammond said he saw nothing in the 
rumor concerning the removal of the cars to call 
for any action on his part. He had no doubt that 
the rights of the complainants would be fuily 
protected. 

Judge Hammond frepested ‘the statement that 
he wou!d give ro Cirection at that time as to how 
the receiver was to be put into possession, 
court then adjourned. 

WHAT OCCURRED AFTERWARDS, 

When the decision was known in the city it was 
generaliy suppcesed that Judge Dorsey would take 
the sherif and proceed at‘ once to demand 
possession of the property as he did 
last week. There was a general expectation 
that after the long legal battle a lively sensation 
would conclude the dey’s proceedings. This,how- 
ever. failed to occur. Jvdge Dorsey left the court- 
room with bis counsel, looking very peaceful. An 
hour later he called at the Kimball house to make 
a formal demand cn Major Fink for the possession 
ofthe rored. He iaziled to find Mr. Fink, and then 
repaired to the ofiice of the railroad, 
where he hoped to find superintendent 
Fry, and to make the demand 
onhim. Judge Dorsey was again disappointed, 
as Mr. Fry was notin when he called. He went 
home, determined to seek Major Fink to-day and 
ask him if he will deliver the road to the order of 
Jucge Hemmond. Last night his counsel were 
asked what they would do to secure the posses- 
sion. Theysaid: ‘‘Judge Dorsey will make a de- 
mard on Mr, Fink for the road. If he delivers it 
we will , go into possession at once. 
If he refuses then we shall consider what is best te 
be done. 

“Will you ask the United States court to withs 
draw its receiver?”’ 

“We can’t say what we'll dountil we find 
whether the road is delivered to us on the demand 
of Judge Dorsey. We are determined to try every 
peaceful means to obtain the propertyand are 
assured that they will be ample to 
secure our rights. We have been 
correspon ded with by arties Owning 
two millions ofthe bonds of this railroad who 
want to juin their rights with ours iu this case.” | 

MAJOR FINK’S POSITION. 

Major Henry Fink was asked by a CoNSTITUTION 
reporter last night what he had to say on the situ- 
ation. Hereplied: “The time for talkis past: I 
am here asthe officerof acourt todo a certain 
duty and Iam going to doit.” 
fAMajor Fink declined to specify what steps he 
would take to protect his rights as receiver. 

Major Bacon said: ‘We shall act on the defen- 
sive and cannot say what we shall do until we see 
the movement of the other side.” ; 

Major Fink ané@ Mr. W. M. Baxter, of Knoxville, 
the general counsel of the company, will remain 
in the city for several days to Come, to watca tic 
developn ents in the case.

MAJOR 1 UCKIE DEAD. 


He Passes Peacefuliy Away After a Long 
and Painful Illness, 

Last night at 7:45 o’clock Major William D. 
Luckie breathed his last. He died a peaceful 
death, with his wife holding one hand and his 
sister, Mre. O. H. Jones, holding the other. 

For the past two years Major Luckie has 
been in declining health. For the last eleven 
weeks he has been confined to his bed. His 
disease was cancer of the stomach. His phy- 
biciane did all thet medical skill could sug- 
gest, but the disease hed singled him out as 
its victim, and no human power was able to 
arrest its terrible ravages. Forseveral weeks 
he bas been at death’s door,.and his death was 
not unexpected. Itis, nevertheless, a shock 
to the whole community. 

Lest June Major Luckie’s ouly ehild, a 
beautiful girl of sixteen, died. Since that time 
he has been ogee r¥ f wasting in health. She 
being his only child, of course was the idol 
end petof her parents, and their grief was 
great, and Mejor Luckie’s health took an un- 
favorable turn,and he has since suffered a 
thousand deaths. 

Major Luckie was one of Atlanta’s best citi- 
zens. Nomanin Atlanta had more triends 
than he. He was of a tender disposition—re- 
fined, generous and manly. A man ot noble 
impulses—respected and toyed by all. 

Mejor Luckie was born in th a. sp Ga, 
and was about forty-three years of age. In 
1561, when a mere boy, he entered the army 
of the confederacy as a private in the Athens 
Guards, Third Georgia regiment. He re- 
mained with his company, under command of 
General Rance Wright, until the 9th of April, 
1865. He was in the commissary department 
the last year of the war, and at its close lo- 
cated in Atlanta, where he went into business 
with his brother-in-law, Mr.O. H. Jones, who 
dicd several years ago. His lifesince he came 
here has been a part of Atlanta’s history. 
He was an officer of the local  mili- 
tary, an honored member of 
several secret benevolent societies, 
and cashier of one of Atlanta’s strongest 
banks. He has ever been in the front rank as 
a boy, 98 a man, and as a citizen. . 

He was the third son in an intelligent and 
interesting family of eight children. As a 
boy, he was popular with his schoolmates, 
and gave index to the man he has made. He 
bore the name of his worthy father, and was 
the favorite of his entire family, as well as 
popular among his associates. 

n two occasions he was the orator at the 
annual reunion of the Survivors’ association of 
the Third Georgia veterans, one of the best 
regiments that illustrated Georgia’s valor on 
the fields of Virginia. The eloquence and 
renge he displayed on these occasions placed 

im in the front rank as an orator. He was 
a consistent member of the Episcopal church 
and for-several years has held the office of 
vesitrymen. Heo was also a member of the 
Knights of Honor and :. Knight Templar, 
— past commender of Cour de Leon com- 
mardery, and past grand commander of the 
state. His funeral will be _ attended 
by the order from all -over 
Georgia. It will take place from St. Philips’ 
church Monday afternoon. 

Major Luckie’s oldest brother, Dr. J. B. 
Luckie, lives at Birmingham, Ala. Captain 
L. F. Luckie was killed at the explosion of 
Grant’s{mine at Petersburg in 1864. A. T. 
Luckie, the youngest brother, died in 
Fjorida several years ago. His two sisters, 
Mrs. UO. H. Jones, of this city, and Mrs, R. 
L. Moss, and his loving wife survive him.

A LIVE DUELIST. 


AN ATLANTA MAN WHO STOOD 
BEFORE THE BUCKSHOT. 


Return tothe City of Mr, Harvey Townsend Who 
Twelve Years Ago Fought a Duel at Oakland 
Cemetery With Mr. Houston Force— 

He Carries a Dangerous Wound. 


Yesterday about eleven o’clock a young 
manapparentliy thirty-three or four, with 
dark features and serious brown eyes, entered 
the Kimball house office and wrote on the 
register 

“J. H. Townsend, Lake Irma, Florida.” 

He was assigned to a room, but remained in 
it only a short time. Hecame out and went 
about the city, watching the houses with pe- 
culiar interest. Noone seemed to know him 
end yet, twelve yearsago he created an im- 
mense sensation in Atlanta. 

Thousands of Atlanta people remember 
when J. Harvey Townsend and Houston Force 
fought a duel back of Oakland cemetery. The 
afiair wasone of the most sensational ever 
known in Georgia. 

The details of the trouble that led up to the 
duel can hardly be given, as a Philadelphia 
lawyer could not make out the true co sy 
Ata fancy bazaar one night Mr. W.W.Haskell 
unintentionly gave offense to a young lady. 

SHE APPEALED TO SEVERAL GENTLEMEN. 


Mr. Townsend became involved as Mr. 
Haskell’s friend, and Mr. Force 
and a young man named. Hart 
became involved on the part of the lady. 
Mr. Haskell was met on Whitehall street the 
next day by Mr. Force, who attacked him 
with astick. Mr. Haskell then challenged 
Mr. Force, sending the challenge by Mr. 
Townsend. Mr. Force declined to accept the 
challenge on the ground that Mr. Haskell 
had been publicly disgraced by the attack of 
the previous day. Negotiations passed that 
consumed a day or two and 
resulted in Hart daring Townsend to fight. 
Townsend said he would fight Hart, but he 
must first dispose of Force. Force consented, 
and it was arranged that they should fight at 
Oakland cemetery. Double-barrel shotguns 
were selected. They were to be loaded with 
ten buckshot to each barrel. The distance 
selected was forty paces. 

GOING TO THE GORY FIELD. 

It was just before sundown one day in the 
fall of 1872 when the gory-minded crowd 
started for the field of battle. Mr. Force had 
for his second Major Crutchfield, while Mr. 
Townsend had Mr. George Wallace. 
The carriages drove rapidly down 
Decatur street. A crowd followed 
in the wake of the duelists. A young maa 
who had seen the proceeding and knew what 
was up, rushed down to Judge C. C. Ham- 
mock, who was then mayor, and exclaimed, 
out of breath: 

‘‘Are—you, sir, going—to—let—two—men— 
go—out—and—fight—a—duel — right—here— 
in—the—town?”’ 

‘“‘NoJ sir! I ajn’t!!” shouted the mayor. 
‘‘Where are they ?”’ 

‘‘Gone down Decatur streei,’’ answered the 
mayor’s informant. 

‘‘Here! Here!” ‘shouted the mayor to a 
mounted policeman, who was in sight.

The board of water commissioners met to-day at 
4p. m., with a full board in attendance, including 
his honor, the mayor, and the follo resolu- 
tions were adopted: 

Resolved 1. That from and after the first day of 
July next, all water drawn from the city mains 
except for fires, sewers and sprinkling carts, shall 
pass through a meter, to be furnished by the con- 
sumer, and the superintendent is instructed to 
give public notice of the passage of this resolution 

y publishing the same for thirty days in the Con- 
stitution and Journal, and by sending a postal to 
the office or residence of each rated consumer, and 
further to notify all owners of private fire fixtures 
that meters must be attached to the same. 

Resolved 2. Phat from and after the first day of 
July next, every consumer shall required to 
pay at least eighty-five cents per month for the use 
of the water, for which they shall be allowed to 
use five thousand gallons, and every consumer 
who sball use more than five thousand gallons 
per rcpt, shall be required to pay for the excess 
at the rate of seventeen cents per thousand . 
lons until otherwise ordered. This resolution 
does not apply to city fire hydrants, flushing sew- 
ers, sprinkling carts, nor public schools.
